The Board of education for this District respectfully pre- 
sent the following Report : 

Our schools have all been in session three terms of twelve 
weeks each during the past year and have maintained the high 
character and excellence which have characterized them for 
some years past. 

By adhering to a course of study adapted to the diftateee 
grades of our schools, time has been saved, the classification 
simplified, and the scholarship of the pupils improved. ‘The ed- 
ucation imparted in many of our public schools loses half its ef- 
fectiveness by the fragmentary and unsystematic way in which 
it is acquired. ‘There should be continuity and some logical se- 
quence in our studies to secure the best results-in the inteliect- 
ual and moral development of the young. Mental habits and 
traits of character are formed with ease but dropped with diffi- 
culty, and our public schools should be organized and _ their 
courses of study arranged with an intelligent reference to this 
fact. It is hoped that our new school law will lay the foundation 
_ for better work in this direction.
